“ “Why go to Sancian Island?” . was the sub- 
ject of one:of the most brilliant talks ever broad- 
east by Z.BW. and delivered by the Very Rev. E. 
Paul Amy, 8.J., of New York, last night. 


My radio nudionce ond perhaps 
many membors of tho cruise party 
about to suil on the ‘Empress of 
Russia,"’ he suid, may ask the 
question, “‘Why go to Suncian 
Island 2°" That question might be 
usked with the stress on the first 
word ' shy ‘, implying simplo cu- 
riosity and making an honost in- 
quiry as to the purpose of this ap- 
parently out-of-the-way —journoy. 
Othera might ask the question 
xtreusing the Inat words ‘‘Bancian 
Islund’’ implying that the little 
island off the const of Chins ia far 


_|too insignificant for any wise trayel- 


ler to be bothered with. 

. It is o small and rocky niuss 
somewhat similar in size and shape 
to the Islind of Hong Kong but of 
fur less importance in that it has a 
population of only ubout 6,000 
whieh population has made Sancian 
its home for perhaps not nore than 
100 years, — All honest inquirers 
und seepticul visitors fevling that 
they know the reul facts concerning 
Sancian,: reatice-that they are visit- 
ing un empty tomb. They may 
feel, if we may make a comparison 
without any -disreapect to the holy 
personages in the comparison, that 
they ure like the holy women of 
whom we read in tho gospel stories 
that went out on the first Kaster 
inorning to visit the tomb of their 
Saviour, who had been buried three 
days bofore. We pilgrims to the In- 
ternational Eucharistic Congress 
are journeying to Sancisn with the 
Cull knowledge that tho tomb is 
vmpty with o fair certainty that 
thora will bo no blessed angel from 
heaven to givo us a message in the 
name of Soint Francis Xuvior 
whose tomb wo will have visited. 
Still if we arc sincere in our pur- 
pose of visiting Sancian, we cannot 
but bo conscious that Sancian, with 
its empty tomb holds a message for 
all of us. 


An Empty Tomb 


1 huve spoken of un umpty tomb 
—I have spoken of Saint Vrancis 
Xavier. Who is this mon and 
what has un empty tomb to do with 
him. Franvis Xavier, a noblo, 
Spaniard born in the 16th century, 
onrly in that contury journoycd |. 
to Puris fired with un umbition und 
froin his ancestrul home in Spain 
in quest of a goul—the conquest of 
intellectual Europe. Having com- 
pleted his undergraduate und gra- 
dunte studics ut the University of 
aris, Francis Xavior was accluim- 
ed one of the lending dons and pro- 
fessors of thut university. He was 
on the roud to fame. It would 
scom that not loug would he have 
vo wait to be recognized as the in- 
tellectual giant of his day. At this 
ane there was o follow. Spaniard 
at the University of Paris who took 

liking to tho noblo Xevier, saw 
the vanity of his quest ond sought 
to win hitn to higher ideals. Ignu- 
tius Loyola whispered into the cars 
of Xavitr “What doth it profit a 
man if he gain the wholo world and 
suffer the loss of his own soul?’ 
francis Xavior was irked by these 
words, But they has a telling ef- 
fect and it was not long before 
Xavier appreciated tho yaluo of one 
soul and resolved to givo himself 
to a curcer of conquest, a conquest 
of souls rather than tho conquest 
of minds. 


Amazing Travels

‘To-duy when wo are ao- 
customed to luxurious utcamehips 
and fast travel, wo find it hard’ to 
uppreciate what that travelling of 
Xavier muvnnt, but a moment's re- 
Avction would prompt us to wonder 
how with the slow travel ‘of 400 
yours ago ho could possibly - have 
covered us much distanvs una hove 
accomplished us much in the con- 
quest of souls us he did......75,000 
miles travelled in 10-yoars und ap- 
proximately o million souls baptie. 
od with his own hand. He hud 
lourned’ the valuo of & soul ond ho 
all but conquorod tho world. 

But ten hundred thousand. ous 
was not suffiviont for this iidn. 
wanted moro to presont to his Di- 
vino Muster and so toward the ond 
of tho your 1552, me Xayler 


seeking ontranco into the forbidden 
Kingdom of China, scoking to be 
the first whito man that would 
bring tho light of faith and grace 
to the denizens of South China, 
Innded on tho. Island of Sanoian. 
During provious years ho had visit- 
ed the: Kingdom of Japan and was 
dvised that if bo wished to win the 
Japanese to the faith of Christ he 
must first win those whom they 
looked to aa their lenders and su- 
periora, the people of China.

The abolition, or at least a re- 
duction, of the special export 
duty on plantation rubber in the 
Dutch East Indics, has been re- 
quested by the International 
Rubber Trade Association. 


Delegates of the Association 
who have approached the Nether- 
lands Government pointed’ out 
that the export duty-was initiat- 
ed during 1986 to balance the 
East Indies budget, but that pre- 
sent cireumstances no longer 
justify the maintenance of a an 
on that ground, 


Moreover, they claim, the duty 
is charged ad valorem and brings 
the State a revenue which, in 
1937, would be nearly 25 per cent. 
above the original ostimate, and 
for next year would be four times 
as great. 


As for the rubber plantations 
themselves, the duty lowers their 
profits by 25 per cent., so. that in- 
cluding their 20 per cent. company 
tax, they are really paying in tax- 
ation 45 per cent. of the year's 
profits,

Japan And Her ‘Army 


Y Nec is nothing new or surprising aboyt the struggle be- 
tween the Army and the civilian statesmen that is going 
on in Tokyo, though circumstances have combined to make it of 
‘such urgent interest to China and the. rest of the world, includ-- 
ing ourselves. The military ideal of discipline and obedience in 
the use of force is essentially and permanently at odds with the 
statesman’s ideal of the creation of wealth and government by 
persuasion, even if both parties are. inspired | by a common 
patriotism. Reconciliation of the divergence is‘only possible by 
moderation and experience. “Defence,” said the individualist 
Adam Smith, ‘who was the very epitome of peace-loving common 
‘sense, “is more than opulence.” Nonetheless the defence .is- for 
the protection of the opulence, and defeats its own object if it 
is exaggerated to the point of destroying what it is meant to 
protect. 


One could have wished that it had been possible to start the 
New Year with a clean slate, bul human affairs never stop and 
start afresh. Their motion is continuous, though it is sometimes 
fast. Whatever chances there may have been of learning the 
secret of collective security were wrecked by failure of people 
at large to rise to so big an idea, and the failure was due to the 
action of Japan herself as much as to anything else. Men shave 
recognised the failure and instead of hastening to repair its 
causes have turned to the study of modern war ina push to make 
themselves so formidable that nobody will dare to attack them. 
The two outstanding lessons that have heen learned can be con- 
densed into two words, — rapidity and preparedness. . The 
aeroplane has made all the'difference. From the word “Go” any 
Power that can establish contro! of the air will be able not mere- 
ly to make chaos in, the centres of population, but to disorganise 
the military depots. and make anything like the slow process 
of training through which the democratic Powers passed their 
raw recruits in 1914-15 impossible, And even for 2 strong 
-Power there will be no complete defence,—only retaliation. 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin has expressed his own view in Parlia- 
ment by the remark that in military preparations “democracies 
are always two years behind.” If that is true there is a good 
case for Fascism. But the unreadiness is not really duc to the 
form of government. It is duc to the lack of moral courage -in 
the ordinary politician, who advocates provocative policies 
without counting and explpining the cost. The peculiarity . of 
Japan's case is that there is no danger threatening her that she 
has not made for herself. 


: No Government could have given better proof of a desire 
for peace than the Soviet Government in its patience about the 
‘Chinese Eastern Railway. Germany, Russia, Japan are all afraid 
of being attacked by each other though neither would be the 
gainer by an attack, and the actual physical and geographical 
difficulties would be enormous. In. the welter of strange “con- 
fousions”: at the Moscow trial which bids.fair to leave Russia 
without a single notable writer one may pick out as-credible 
Karl Radek’s statement that he had‘ received’ a. letter from 
Troteky: informing him that 2 German-Japanesce challenge was 
- due in the current year. Thero has always been some bogoy+— 
Great Britain was the first, and lasted longest... There ‘will 
alwaye: be some cause: for suspicion as long as-tha Comintern 
interferes in the domestic politics of other countrics as it has 
done -in-Spain. ' On the other side.is the absurdity of what-is 
stated to be a purely “ideological” treaty. How could Moscow 
believe ina treaty signed by Japan to regulnte the thoughts of 
her own citizens? What would it enable her to do that she did 
not-do before? =.” ns ; 
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Tension in Hu- 
rope -sensibly 
eased with the 
despatch of the 
German and 
Italiag replies ; 
to Britain's Note concerning 
“volunteer” intervention in 
Spain. The response was more 
than just favourable, Behind 
formal phrases could be detect-_ 
ed a-definite desire to liquidate 
the tinderbox situation that 
has arisen. On all sides, there 
is: realisation that nothing but 
harm can come of the further 
pressure of rival political sym- 
pathies in influencing the 
working out of Spain's’ destiny. 
When Lisbon is equally willing 
to take the realistic viow, an 
ond to friction is in sight.

The machinery and equipment 
of the factories has been generrl- 
ly scrupulously respected and the 
Goverror of Michigan, Mr. Frank 
Murphy, is doing his best to avert 
steps which may become neces- 
sary if General Motors insist on 
the sit-down strikers being driven 
out as trespassers.—Reuter.

H, E. the Governor, unveiling a 
tablet to commemorate the com- 
pletion. of the work, sald:—We 
stand ‘this afternoon before a great 
achievement; before, in ‘fact, the 
highest dam that has ever 
been erected beneath the British 
flag. ; 

With us are standing the man 
who conceived it, the man who de- 
signed it and the man who has 
built it; we are very proud of it 
and of them. Perhaps indcod we 
may be pardoned for a little jenl- 
ousy of them; for to the engincer 
and the architect it Is given in a 
grenter measure than to men of 
other professions to see the  re- 
sults of their labours; of them the 
words that the author of the first 
chapter of Genesis wrote of the 
Creator can be truly spoken; they 
see everything that they have 
made and, behold, it. ia very good. 

The full gauge of what. this 
grent work means for up in Hong 
Kong and Kowloon may be taken 
from what it does not mean, It 
docs not menn, alas, that we are 
at the end of our water difficulties. 
I will put the position to you in 
a nutshell. Last year we had 214 
days of water restriction in 
Hong Kone and 140 days of it in 
Tkowloon. 

Great Triumph 

From statistics recorded during 
the unrestricted periods we cal- 
culate that, if there had been no 
restriction, consumption would 
have avernged some 22% million 
gallons a day over the whole 
year. ‘Now that thia dam is com- 
pleted our sources of supply on 
the island and the mainland com- 
bined ‘are believed to be good for 
2334 million gallons a day. So on 
an unrestricted basis wo havo o 
margin of only three quartera of 
a million gallons a day against a 
domand that is rapidly increasing 
both extensively and intensively.
